Germany 
obviously fears that 
the Russian onslaught against lit­ 
tle Finland will lead the Franco- 
British allies to deal a blow at 
both Russia and the reich by op­ 
ening an offensive in the Balkan- 
Near Eastern theater. 


That fear is implicit in the Ger­ 
man press articles charging that 
allied troop concentrations in the 
Near East are a move to spread 
the German-allied war into that 
area and the Balkan sector in the 
spring. The Russian Finnish con­ 
flict was not mentioned in these 
press articles. Yet Russian aggres­ 
sion in Finland could serve as an 
allied excuse for 
an 
attack 
on 
Russia a t an opportune moment. 


Oil Supply Menaced 


However, geographical reasons 
might prompt the allies to choose 
some area other than the Baltic 
region to make that attack. There 
Is 
no 
available 
route 
except 
through Norway and Sweden by 
which 
allied 
troops 
or 
planes 
could join battle with Russia in 
Finland. The Scandinavian coun­ 
tries have been warned by Ger- j 
many against any act th at could 
afford France and Britain an op­ 
portunity to strike at the reich's 
Baltic flank. W hat these Scandin­ 
avian nations can or will do to 
help Finland is uncertain. 


No such difficulty would block 
an allied attack on Russia in the 
Near East— an attack, incidental­ 
ly, which m ight close up a source 
of crude oil 
vitally 
needed 
by 
Germany. The Russian Baku oil 
field is the greatest supply of th a t 
life-blood of modern w ar availa­ 
ble to either Germany or Russia, 
its estimated 
output ic f t 


least double th a t of th e combined 
Polish and Rum anian fields, on 
which Germany relies heavily. 


Turkey W ill Cooperate 


The Baku field 
and 
its 
pipe 
lines would be in easy reach of al­ 
lied air bombers based in Turkey. 
While Turkey is not committed by 
her mutual assistance 
pact with 
Franco-British allies to make w ar 
on Russia, her policy is increas­ 
ingly one of cooperation with the 
allies against 
either 
Russian or 
German domination of southeast­ 
ern Europe. 


Berlin commentators see every 
likelihood of Turkish-allied coop­ 
eration against Russia or against 
Russia and Germany in the Near 
East. As keeper of the Dardanelles 
gateway, Turkey holds the key to 
the east front situation, and to a 
possible allied economic thrust a t 
Germany under guise of retalia­ 
tion against Russia for her assault 
on Finland. 


Germany would not dare leave 
protection of such vital resources 
as Russian or Rumanian 
oil 
or 
Balkan and Russian wheat to Rus­ 
sia alone. W hatever the German 
general staff may have thougnt of 
Red array efficiency before it was 
tested in Finland, there can be lit­ 
tle doubt now that Russian mili-

Representatives of Philadelphia, 
which bid unsuccessfully for the

convention, 
were 
ready to offer the party a sum said 
to run close to $200,000 to bring 
the nominating meeting to their 
city. 


Chicago, while not expected to

bid of such proportions, 
was hopeful that its central loca­ 
tion would appeal 
to 
committee 
members from the west and give it 
the decision. 
Bids were expected, 
too, from St. Louis and San F ran ­ 
cisco.

As committeemen arrived today, 
the question of when the conven­ 
tion should be held was discussed 
at length. iMany of those who will 
do the voting expressed a prefer­ 
ence for the latter part of June, 
some time between the eighteenth 
and the first of July. June 25 was 
a date much mentioned in pre­ 
liminary conversations. For many 
years the Republicans have met in 
mid-June and the Democrats ap­ 
proximately 
two 
weeks 
after­ 
ward. 


The convention date has been in 
controversy for months. A promi­ 
nent group in the 
national 
com­ 
mittee suggested 
originally 
that 
tradition he abandoned and the big

S. attorney at Detroit, 
to move for dismissal of indict­ 
ments charging 16 persons with 
recruiting soldiers at Detroit for 
the Spanish republican army. 


In a statement announcing his 
action. 
Jackson 
observed 
th at 
“even-handed and impartial jus­ 
tice would not localizo prosecu­ 
tions of this character to Detroit 
nor confine them to only one side 
of the Spanish war, nor even to 
the Spanish war itself.” 


Tho American 
Civil 
Liberties 
Union, 
calling 
tho 
indictments 
“dishonest,” had protested th at 
the proceeding was “an attem pt 
essentially to punish 
a 
political 
minority for its views under cover 
of technical violation of the law.” 
Most of tho defendants, the Civil 
Liberties Union said, were Com­ 
munists. 


Jackson said that tho alleged 
offenses had occurred in 1937 and 
1938 and that the FBI had com­ 
pleted its investigation last March, 
but th a t no action was taken until 
December. 
At that time Murphy, 
in one of his last official acts be­ 
fore elevaion to the supreme court, 
ordered a grand jury proceeding.

indictments were 
returned 
February 6.

WELFARE FUNDS 
RUNNING SHORT 


Auditor Brown Proposes 
to Use Up ‘Cushion’ 
School Money 


Lansing, Feb. 15 (JP)— Auditor 
General Vernon J. Brown recom­ 
mended today that $2,000,000 ap­ 
propriated to provide a “cushion” 
for public school financing be di­ 
verted for welfare purposes. 


He proposed a special session of 
the 
legislature 
to 
repeal 
the 
“cushion” 
appropriation and eke 
out 
rapidly 
dwindling 
welfare 
funds, declaring he saw no other 
way to abide by campaign prom ­ 
ises of a balanced budget. 


The outspokeu 
Republican, 
a 
former legislator who has clashed 
frequently with other fiscal offi­ 
cers on m atters of authority, chal­ 
lenged 
the 
legality of plans to 
finance the welfare program by in­ 
curring a “ paper” deficit. 


He declared he felt the auditor 
general division had no power to 
issue state w arrants in excess of 
amounts appropriated by the leg­ 
islature, and said he would seek 
legal advice on the issue. 


“ It seems to me that if legis­ 
lative appropriations don’t 
mean 
anything we might as 
well 
not 
bother with them ,” Brown said. 


The 
1939 
legislature, 
facing 
demands from the public schools 
for more 
money, 
arranged 
au 
eleventh hour compromise under 
which the appropriation 
was 
re­ 
duced, with the promise that the 
first $2,000,000 of any state rev­ 
enues in excess 
of 
$84,000,000 
should be given to the schools. 


Brown said it is 
evident 
now 
that the extra $2,000,000 will be 
available, because of rising sales 
tax and liquor revenues, but that 
he felt it could be diverted to wel­ 
fare purposes 
without 
working 
any hardship on the schools.

He declared they should be 
undertaken only for "compelling 
reasons” which he contended do 
not exist at this time.

FIELD MARSHAL 
TAUNTS BRITISH 


Much of Empire’s Grain 
At Bottom of Sea, 
Says Goering 


Berlin. Feb. 15 (/P)— Field Mar­ 
shal Hermann 
W ilhelm 
Goering 
today taunted Great Britain for 
resorting 
to 
rationing, declared 
that much of her em pire’s grain 
already lay at the bottom of the 
sea and 
scornfully 
derided 
tho 
allies’ 
"narrow 
a n d 
limited” 
blockade which U© »aid was up 
against an invincible German farm 
economy. 


Whilst he spoke in an hour and 
a quarter broadcast to the nation’« 
farmers the German high com­ 
mand 
announced 
with 
glowing 
satisfaction that 58,000 tons of 
shipping was destroyed by Ger­ 
man action yesterday in a “par­ 
ticularly successful day for Ger­ 
man sea war.” 


Nazi authorities 
seized 
upon 
these reported successes as proof 
that defense measures of the Brit­ 
ish admiralty offered no effective 
protection 
against 
such 
raids. 
They pointed out that the sinkings 
increased “ despite the most diffi­ 
cult weather conditions.” 


At the same 
time 
competent 
German qu'arters moved to allay 
apprehension indicated by press 
reports from 
the 
United States 
over the possibility of American 
ship* being sunk without warning. 


These sources said such fears 
were based 
on 
misapprehension 
and were ill-founded. 
They said 
tho German attitude was merely 
that German naval forces have the 
"rig h t” to prevent the entry of 
neutral ships into British porta 
and that this right exists even if 
the neutral ships are forced into 
such harbors by British warships. 


Accompanied by a gale which in 
at least one instanco reached 80 
miles an hour, tho snow piled up 
in gigantic drifts, which burled 
stalled automobiles, blocked rail 
and bus lines, made flying fields 
unusable and delayed shipping by 
many hours. 


In Pennsylvania, county roads 
were blocked by drifts and as high­ 
way workers struggled to clear 
them a new' light snow was pre­ 
dicted. 


One Massachusetts fishing ves­ 
sel. tho Palm ers Island of New 
Bedford, was known to havo been 
disabled and remained unreported 
since the height of the storm. As 
coast 
guards 
continued 
their 
search, tears were held for the 
safety of her crew of live, under 
Captin l)au A. Casey. 


Schools Closed 


Several other calls for assist­ 
ance from distressed craft were 
answered successfully by tho coast 
guard. 


Clogged streets represented an 
acute ilro hazard. 
In New Jersey, 
three homes burned while firemen 
were helpless to bring up appa­ 
ratus. 
There were two such In­ 
stances in Massachusetts. 


Many thousands of men found 
temporary 
employment 
clearing 
streets, augmenting regular high­ 
way forces which were out at full 
strength. 
In Boston alone, cost 
of snow removal was placed at 
$300.000. 


Schools in most of tho snow­ 
bound region were closed, but at 
Hopedale, Mass., a teacher and 25 
pupils reported on skis and snow- 
shoes. 


Delaware, escaping a death toll, 
reported rural schools closed and 
highways in the southern section 
impassable becauso of drifts. 


in 
Maryland, 
tho 
snowfall 
ranged from two to ten Inches, 
with the main highways open, but 
somo side roads blocked.

New York state reported many 
roads clogged, tlid situation being 
aggravated by hundreds of ptalled 
automobiles and trucks.

Richards joined the 
Michigan State college faculty in 
1927. and under his direction the 
music departm ent developed from 
a minor factor of college activity 
to enc that attained national a t ­ 
tention In music circles.

The city of Escanaba received a 
bill yesterday for $5,161.75 from 
Delta county. The amount is due, 
the county holds, for justice court 
fines paid into the city treasury 
instead of to the county, since 
March 6, 1934. 
City Manager George E. Bean, 
maintaining that the money is leg­ 
ally due the city, said he would 
put the matter 
before 
the

Listed in the bill are 280 items,

tences. The bill was forwarded by 
County Treasurer Ralph R. Olsen, 
who noted that he was acting in 
conformity with a resolution pass­ 
ed at the January meeting of the 
county board of supervisors.

Of the total, $2,896.75 is due 
from fines assessed

Justice of the Peace H. E. Ran- 
guette, and $2,265 from fines paid 
before Justice of the Peace George 
W. Carr. 
The resolution to bill the city, 
also stipulated that if 
the 
city 
does not pay, suit shall be started 
in circuit court 
to 
collect 
the 
funds. 
The county holds that the mon­ 
ey is due the county treasurer for 
distribution to school district li­ 
brary funds. The question of who 
should get the money has been ar­ 
gued before and the supervisors in 
a close vote decided to settle the 
matter in court if it could not be 
done otherwise.

latest communique which John J. Corson, 
vivacious young »head of the board’s 
old- 
age insurance bureau, has issued on those 
dynamite-loaded “John Doe” records they 
have been trying to clean up. 


It is no secret that Corson’s boss, Paul 
V. McNutt, presidential-minded 
head 
of 
the Federal Security 
Agency, 
has 
been 
raising the roof since the startling discov­ 
ery last summer of millions of unidentifi-* 
able old-age pension accounts in SSB files. 
Chairman Arthur J. Altmeyev and Corson 
were called on the carpet and told to clean 
up the mess by January 1. 


Since then Corson has 
issued 
several 
rosy bulletins to regional directors on the 
“progress” being made. His latest 
is 
a 
confidential report in which 
he 
proudly 
announces that the “John Doe” problem 
has been licked. 


“It constituted only an historical 
ob­ 
stacle which we overcame w'ith unexpected 
success,” Corsou proclaims. 


Unfortunately, Corson had to 
produce 
some figures, and these tell a much differ­ 
ent story. They show' that 
“John 
Doe” 
items still on SSB books number 
7,357,- 
538, and represent 
$472,270,463.69 
in 
taxes collected on wages of persons now 
unknown or otherwise Ineligible for pen­ 
sions— all because of innaccurate records. 


In other >vords, Corson has the problem 
licked (he says) even though a matter of 
7,357,538 items and almost half a billion 
in cold cash still are unaccounted for. Up­ 
shot of it will be that numerous persons 
over 65 won’t share In pensions this year.

and no dissent. The city formerly 
has held the funds are legally the 
city’s.

form of mileage tax because of the 
bus operations. 


Mayor Peter N. Logan and the 
councilmen generally joined with 
Mr. Bean in decrying any attempt 
by the bus line to dodge the pay­ 
ment. Either it should pay or the 
ordinance should be repealed, w'as 
the way the councillors 
thought 
about it and they voted unanim­ 
ously that the city attorney should 
communicate with bus officials de­ 
manding payment if the line ex­ 
pects to continue to use the public 
streets.

That was the report today of R. 
E. MacAlllster, Iron Mountain at­ 
torney 
and 
counsel for the de­ 
fense, who argued a motion for a 
new trial before Judge Frank A. 
Bell. 


The case was the outgrowth of 
an automobile accident occurring 
May 25, 1938, on the highway be­ 
tween Perronville and LaBranch.

The court ordered that Mrs. 
Fayas either relinquish

Sermon Gave Convict 
Organ Building Idea

Michigan City, 
Ind., 
Feb. 15 
(/P)—One Sunday three years ago, 
Indiana State prison's chaplain, 
the Rev. Robert Hall, preached a 
sermon to the convicts on “De­ 
term ination.” 


“Anything can be accomplish­ 
ed,” he emphasized, “if there Is 
determination. 
Some 
day. we'll 
have a beautiful organ In this cha­ 
pel. I don’t know how. But if we 
are determined, we’ll have it.” 


James 
D. 
Trees, 
38-year-old 
convict, went up to the chaplain 
after the service. 


“Reverend Hall,” he said, “if 
you want a 
chapel 
organ, 
I’ll 
build it.” 


“Do you know anything about 
organs?” the chaplain asked. 


“No sir, not a thing— but I’ll 
learn.” 


Jim Trees did learn. 


PJpe Organ W orth $7,000 


So well, in fact, that a pipe or­ 
gan appraised at more than $7,- 
000 is nearing completition in the 
prison chapel. 


Actually, the organ 
cost only 
$100. That was because Jim ’s de­ 
termination and perservance beat 
down odds that were heart-break­ 
ing and, at times, seemingly in­ 
surmountable. 


Jim had a little knowledge of 
music, gained from violin lessons 
he took years back. He knew very 
little about organs 
except 
that 
wind went in and 
sound 
came 
out. 


He wrote to his mother and told 
her of his ambition. She sent him 
two books— "How 
to 
Build 
a 
Chamber Organ,” by Milne, and 
“The Contemporary American Or­ 
gan." Dr. William H. Barnes. 


Jim read them so many times 
he virtually memorized them. At 
the end of six mouths, he wrote to 
Barnes at Chicago, 
telling 
him 
what he wanted to do. 


Barnes answered immediately 
and sent Jim two sets of pipes. 


Encouraged by 
the 
gift, 
Jim 
went to work in earnest. He beg­ 
ged and borrowed scraps of ma­ 
terial from the prison 
shops 
to 
make pipes. 


He had to work in 
his 
spare 
time in the evenings; during the 
days, he had to direct the prison 
band in practices, in addition to 
his ordinary prison duties. 


Given Full-Time Job 


Warden Alfred F. Dowd, who 
had been keeping 
an 
Interested 
eye on Jim ’s progress, finally told 
him last June he could make the 
organ-building a full-time job. 


There were no funds available, 
and material was meager. 


But that didn’t stop Trees. He 
plugged away at the tedious task. 


To control the pipe values. 450 
small magnetic colls w’ere neces­ 
sary. Jim couldn’t buy them ; they 
cost more than $300. B ut he in­ 
duced the prison officials to pur­ 
chase $30 worth of fine copper 
wire and 
some 
thin, 
leathery 
skins. 


(That $30, incidentally, was the 
largest sum the prison spent for 
the job.) 


He 
collected 
some 
leather 
scraps from the prison shoe shop. 


He wound the magnetic colls by 
hand. 5,000 turns to each. When 
he finished approximately 100, he 
was given a helper. Then, he fash­ 
ioned valves by hand 
from 
the 
skins and the leather. 


Now, nearly at the end of the 
long grind, Jim said, “without Dr. 
Barnes, I never would have fin­ 
ished the task. He has donated, 
or has Induced others to donate 
parts of the organ 
I 
needed so 
badly.“ 


In all, Barnes sent 
him 
four 
sets of pipes. An organ company i 
donated another. Jim made more ‘ 
than 100 by hand out 
of 
wood 


scraps. 


Ha s Job After Release 


He found his hardest job was 
to design and build 
the 
organ’s 
action. At first, he had only the 
keyboard of an old reed organ do­ 
nated by a nparby farmer. Later, 
Barnes sent him a complete con­ 
sole, which Jim affixed to the con­ 


trols. a complicated 
choro 
even 
for an expert. 


Jim did all the wiring. He in­ 
stalled all the tubes, valves, ped­ 
als and other mechanisms. 


A few days ago, Barnes saw the 
organ and said an instrum ent of 
its size and quality 
would 
cost 
more than $7,000. 


It will be dedicated in two to 
three months. 


Jim is scheduled to leave the 
prison next Christmas Eve after 
serving time for robbery commit­ 
ted in Marlon county (Indianap­ 
olis) in 1934. 


There’s a job waiting for him. 
Barnes saw to that, too.

Bell. 
The case was the outgrowth of 
an automobile accident occurring 
May 25, 1938, on the highway be­ 
tween Perronvilie and LaBranch. 
Mrs. Fayas claimed that she and 
her child were passengers in a car 
driven by her husband and travel­ 
ing toward Perronvilie. At a point 
about a mile 
southeast 
of 
La­ 
Branch, she said, they came upon 
an 
American 
Tobacco company 
truck driven 
by 
Kittleson, 
ap- 
proching from the opposite direc­ 
tion. 
Gave Deposition 
Kittelson 
was 
represented in 
court only by a deposition obtained 
from him by MacAllister prior to 
the trial, since the defendent had 
since enlisted in the U. S. marines 
and, at the time of the hearing, 
was stationed at San Diego, Calif., 
could not obtain leave 
to 
come 
here. 
Following 
the 
testimony the 
Jury awarded the $1,800 verdict. 
Ray Perham , 
attorney, 
of 
this 
city, represented the plaintiff. 
About IO days ago MacAllister 
filed a motion for a new trial and 
argum ent 
was set for yesterday. 
The defense moved for a new trial 
on two principal claims— first that 
the verdict was excessive, in view 
of the actual showing as to in­ 
juries received, and second on the 
'alleged misconduct of a jurym an 
whom, MacAllister claimed, failed 
to reveal either to the court or to 
defense counsel that 
he 
was at 
one time represented in a compen­ 
sation action by Attorney Perham , 
plaintiff's attorney. 
On his first point, MacAllister 
said Mrs. Fayas’ own testimony 
showed that from May 25, 19^8— 
the date of the accident— to Au­ 
gust 23 1939. she received no oth­ 
er treatm ent for injuries she may 
have received than to take some 
aspirin tablets, 
and 
th at 
after 
August 23, 1939, she took pills 
given her by an Iron Mountain 
Physician. Defense counsel argued 
that if she had suffered the in­ 
juries claimed she would in all 
probability have had » « dlcf :1 
tention in the 15 months interim. 
In Ms opinion, Judge Bell set 
aside MacAllister’s argum ent as to 
alleged misconduct of 
the

gian, but considered defense coun­ 
sel's claim as to the extent of the

tachin g spending— A m erica’s pub­ 
lic enemy n u m b e r one. 
T h ere­ 
fore. I w’an t to expand on w h at 
I said two weeks ago about the 
u rg e n t necessity of curbing spend­ 
ing an d purging ta.xes t h a t 
are 
stifling jobs. 
Any time th a t we 
honestly m ake a start, we can bal­ 
ance our budget within two years. 
F u rth e rm o re , the very process of 
budget-balancing can bring pros­ 
perity, 
Only th rough good times 
can the budget be balanced— and 
only thro u g h good times can it be 
balanced painlessly. 


Government expenditures 
are 
now about eight billion dollars 
per year. 
Of this, about one and 
a half billions go for relief. 
If 
the Adminis tration were to 
u n ­ 
shackle business, this relief item 
would drop to one half billion as 
private payrolls mounted. 
F u r t h ­ 
ermore, 
the 
national 
income 
would rise from 70 
billions 
to 
well over 80 billions. 
Then, with 
tho present ra te of 
corporation 
taxes, governm ent receipts would 
increase a nother billion or more. 
By slashing a billion off expendi­ 
tures and tacking a 
billion 
or 
more onto tax receipts th rough 
b etter business and rising profits, 
we could balance the budget in 
two years! 


Put Money to AVork 


Statistics indicate th a t the n a ­ 
tional Income would speedily top 
SO billions as business confidence 
is restored. 
This figure can 
be 
attained if we will do w h at 
is 
needed to p ut private capital back 
to work. 
A national income of 
over 
8 0 billions means jobs for 
all who are ablo and willing to 
w ork at fiiir m a rk e t w'ages. Bal­ 
ancing the budget and 
putting 
capital back to work 
does 
not 
mean a sudden slashing of farm 
aid, public works, or national de­ 
fense. 
It calls only for honest 
taxing and financing. 


How can this “ miracle” be per­ 
formed? 
Read your history. 
In 
1926, th e g o v e rn m e n t’s policy was 
to encourage business initiative. 
In t h a t year th e surtax was only 
20 per cent. 
It reached its maxi­ 
m u m on net incomes of $ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 , 
Business men and investors, both 
big and small, had an incentive 
to invest capital and create jobs. 
F u rth e rm o re , in 19 26. 
corpora­ 
tions were taxetl at a flat rate of 
13 >2 per cent. 
Ten years la ter 
business’ ea rning power was laid 
low by nndislributed profits taxes 
and excessive surtiixes. 
Business 
statistics show' th a t such 
taxes 
dry up the sources of capital, de­ 
press industry and trade, 
cause 
unem plo yment, 
cut 
governm ent 
receipts, and nnbalanco tho bud­ 
get.

On the other hand, a really effi­ 
cient program of taxation encour­ 
ages employers lo enlarge their 
business and hire new' workers. 
One recipe for prosperity is: Low’ 
s u rtax rates, flat rates on corpo­ 
rate net 
income. 
F u rth erm o re, 
business men should be aided by 
specific legislation. 
Congress is 
unwisely e n tru stin g 
trem endous 
pow’ors of discretion lo tho whims 
of adm inistrative agencies. 
Here 
then is a five-point program for 
prosperity an d budget balancing:

Keep corporate tax 
rates 
where they are, but change to­ 
d a y ’s surtax rates. 
These surtax 
should be cut from a top figure 
of 75 per cent to 20 per cent and 
applied to incomes of $ 1 0 0 , 0 0 0 or 
more.

Federal 
T reasury 
should get more money from such 
rates. 


2 . 
Wipe out the so-called “ tax 
d e te rre n ts” t h a t destroy a busi­ 
ness m an's incentive to 
expand 
his activities and 
provide 
more 
jobs. 
I 
understand 
th a t 
the 
Treasury D epartm ent 
and 
the 
House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee are fully aw are th a t certain 
provisions in tho present law' are 
crippling business initiative. 
The 
law should be purged of these 
needless deterrents. 


3. 
I have given h e a rty 
a p ­ 
proval to the purposes of th e Se­ 
curities and Exchange Act. 
How­ 
ever, I favor am ending this Act so 
th a t new issues under 
$750,000 
will be given exemption from most: 
of tho red tape th at is so costly. 
The S. E, G. should be retain ed 
as the safe-guardian of honest in­ 
v estm ent interests, but it should 
avoid killing the geese which lay 
tho golden eggs. 


4. 
The anti-trust law'S should 
be am ended so th at business men 
will 
have 
specific 
standards 
whereby to judge w hat Is deemed 
monopolistic and in r es tra in t of 
trade. 
The Federal T ra d e Com­ 
mission should be given the ex­ 
clusive pow'er 
to 
initiate 
the 
prosecution of 
dishonest 
com­ 
petition, 


5. 
The National Labor Rela­ 
tions Act calls for 
am endm ent. 
This Act should be m ade to fur­ 
nish safeguards to both th e indi­ 
vidual w’orker and the employer 
against group tyranny; an d to en­ 
courage cooperation of employers 
and w orkers who want to develop 
honest labor relations. 


Halt Pyramiding Debt 


The real cause for a larm is not 
alone the sheer size of o u r public 
debt, but ra th e r the tendency of 
the debt to keep on m ounting to 
the skies. 
I see no reason why 
we cannot cope with a 45-billion 
dollar debt, provided 
w'e 
stop 
there and do not continue to pilo 
fresh burdens 
on 
the 
cam el’s 
back. 
F o r seven years now. we 
have been pyramiding th e debt at 
an average rato of three 
billion 
dollars a year. 
In recent years, 
(1936 and 1937 for instance) cor­ 
porations had a net income 
of 
a round eight billions, 
b u t 
four 
and a half billions of this were 
consumed by taxes. 
Under such 
circumstances, how can buslnes.^- 
men bo encouraged to 
expand? 
W h a t are their incentives to pro­ 
vide new jobs? 


Ten years ago, business need­ 
ed a spankin g: but this is no long­ 
er true. 
Today we can risk u n ­ 
shackling business initiative. We 
have tried every experiment imag­ 
inable since 1929 except budget- 
balancing. 
I believe 
th a t 
our 
next P resident — regardless of 
who he is— will try this method of 
solving unem ploym ent— and will 
succeed! W ith such a trial shoultl 
come a period of great prosperity 
for tho United States. 
Moreover, 
it will bo a good prosperity 
pe­ 
riod because it will, for awhile a t 
least, be free of many oC the evils 
th a t havu ruined previous booms. 
Such a development would be tho 
best way to celebrate th e b irth­ 
day of Washington, w ho ahvays 
stood for honesty above 
every­ 
thin g else.

Babson Sees Prosperity 
If Budget Is Balanced 


BY ROGER \V. BABSON 
Washington, D. C.— The “ Econ­ 
omy Bloc” in Congress deserves 
real encouragement. 
They are at­ 
taching spending— America’s pub­ 
lic enemy number one. 
There­ 
fore. I want to expand on what 
I said two weeks ago about the 
urgent necessity of curbing spend­ 
ing and purging taxes that 
are 
stifling jobs. 
Any time that we 
honestly make a start, we can bal­ 
ance our budget within two years. 
Furthermore, the very process of 
budget-balancing can bring pros­ 
perity. 
Only through good times 
can the budget be balanced— and 
only through good times can it be 
balanced painlessly. 
Government expenditures 
are 
now about eight, billion dollars 
per year. 
Of this, about one and 
a half billions go for relief. 
If 
the Administration were to 
un­ 
shackle business, this relief item 
would drop to one half billion as 
private payrolls mounted. 
F u rth ­ 
ermore, 
the 
national 
income 
would rise from 70 
billions 
to 
well over SO billions. 
Then, with 
the present rate of 
Corporation 
taxes, government receipts would 
increase another billion or more. 
By slashing a billion off expendi­ 
tures and tacking a 
billion 
or 
more onto tax receipts through 
better business and rising profits, 
we could balance the budget in 
two years! 
Pu t Money to Work 
Statistics indicate that the n a­ 
tional income would speedily top 
SO billions as business confidence 
is restored. 
This figure can 
be, 
attained if we will do what 
is 
needed to put private capital back 
to work. 
A national income of 
over SO billions means jobs for 
all who are able and willing to 
work at. fair market wages. Bal­ 
ancing the budget and 
putting 
capital back to work 
does 
not 
mean a sudden slashing of farm 
aid, public works, or national de­ 
fense. 
It calls only for honest 
taxing and financing. 
How can this “ miracle” be per­ 
formed? 
Read your history. 
In 
1926, the government’s policy w’as 
to encourage business initiative. 
In that year the surtax was only 
20 per cent. 
It reached its maxi­ 
mum on net incomes of $100,000. 
Business men and investors, both 
big and small, had an incentive 
to invest capital and create jobs. 
Furthermore, in 1926. 
corpora­ 
tions were taxed at a flat rate of 
13% per cent. 
Ten years later 
business’ earning power was laid 
low by undistributed profits taxes 
and excessive surtaxes. 
Business 
statistics show that such 
taxes 
dry up the sources of capital, de­ 
press industry and trade, 
cause 
unemployment, 
cut 
government 
receipts, and unbalance the bud­ 
get. 
Good Taxes Aid Jobs 
On the other hand, a really effi­ 
cient program of taxation encour­ 
ages employers to enlarge their 
business and hire new workers. 
One recipe for prosperity is: Low 
surtax rates, flat rates on corpo­ 
rate net income. 
Furthermore, 
business men should ho aided by 
specific legislation. 
Congress is 
unwisely entrusting 
tremendous 
powers of discretion to the whims 
of administrative agencies. 
Here 
then is a five-point program for 
prosperity and budget balancing:

1. 
Keep corporate tax 
rates 
where they are, but change to­ 
day’s surtax rates. 
These surtax 
should be cut from a top figure 
of 75 per cent to 20 per cent and 
applied to incomes of $100,000 or 
more. 
The 
Federal 
Treasury 
should get more money from such 
rates. 
2. 
"Wipe out the so-called “ tax 
deterrents” that destroy a busi­ 
ness m an’s incentive to 
expand 
his activities and 
provide 
more 
jobs. 
I 
understand 
that, 
the 
Treasury Department 
and 
the 
House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee are fully aware that certain 
provisions in the present law are 
crippling business initiative. 
The 
law should be purged of these 
needless deterrents. 
3. 
I have given hearty 
ap­ 
proval to the purposes of the Se­ 
curities and Exchange Act. 
How­ 
ever, I favor amending this Act so 
that new issues under 
$750,000 
will be given exemption from most 
of the red tape that is so costly. 
The S. E. C. should be retained 
as the safe-guardian of honest in­ 
vestment interests, but it should 
avoid killing the geese which lay 
the golden eggs. 
4. 
The anti-trust laws should 
be amended so that business men 
will 
have 
specific 
standards 
whereby to judge what is deemed 
monopolistic and in restraint of 
trade. 
The Federal Trade Com­ 
mission should he given the ex­ 
clusive power 
to 
initiate 
the 
prosecution of 
dishonest 
com­ 
petition. 
5. 
The National Labor Rela­ 
tions Act calls for 
amendment. 
This Act should be made to fur­ 
nish safeguards to both the indi­ 
vidual worker and the employer 
against group tyranny: and to en­ 
courage cooperation of employers 
and workers who want to develop 
honest labor relations. 
Halt Pyramiding Debt 
The real cause for alarm is not 
alone the sheer size of our public 
debt, but rather the tendency of 
the debt to keep on mounting tc 
the skies. 
I see no reason why 
we cannot cope with a 45-billion 
dollar debt, provided 
we 
stop 
there and do not continue to pile 
fresh burdens 
on 
the 
camel’s 
back. 
For seven years now. we 
have been pyramiding the debt at 
an average rate of three 
billion 
dollars a year. 
In recent years, 
(1936 and 1937 for instance) cor­ 
porations bad a net income 
of 
around eight billions, 
but 
four 
and a half billions of this were 
consumed by taxes. 
Under such 
circumstances, how can business 
men be encouraged to 
expand? 
W hat are their incentives to pro­ 
vide new jobs? 
Ten years ago. business need­ 
ed a spanking: but this is no long­ 
er true. 
Today we can risk un­ 
shackling business initiative. Wo 
have tried every experiment imag­ 
inable since 1929 except budget- 
balancing. 
I believe 
that 
our 
next President. — regardless of 
who he is— will try this method of 
solving unemployment— and will 
succeed! With such a trial should 
come a period of great prosperity 
for the United States. 
Moreover, 
it will he a good prosperity 
pe­ 
riod because it will, for awhile at 
least, be free of many of the evils 
that have ruined previous booms. 
Such a development would he the 
hest way to celebrate the birth­ 
day of Washington, who always 
stood for honesty above 
every­ 
thing else.

Germany obviously fears that 


the Russian onslaught against lit- 
tle Finland will lead the Franco- 
British allies to deal a blow at 
both Russia and the reich by op- 
ening an offensive in the Balkan- 
Near Eastern theater. 


That fear is implicit in the Ger- 


man press articles charging that 
allied troop concentrations in the 
Near East are a move to spread 
the German-allied war into that 
area and the Balkau sector in the 
spring. The Russian Finnish con- 
flict was not mentioned in these 
press articles. Yet Russian aggres- 
sion in Finland could serve as an 
allied excuse for an attack 
on 


Russia at an opportune moment. 


Oil Supply Menaced 


However, geographical reasons 


might prompt the allies to choose 
some area other than the Baltic 
region to make that attack. There 
is 
no 
available 
route 
except 


through Norway and Sweden by 
which allied troops or planes 
could join battle with Russia in 
Finland. The Scandinavian coun- 
tries have been warned by Ger- 
many against any act that could 
afford France and Britain an op- 
portunity to strike at the reich's 
Baltic flank. What these Scandin- 
avian nations can or will do to 
help Finland is uncertain. 


No such difficulty would block 


an allied attack on Russia in the 
Near East — an attack, incidental- 
ly, which might close up a source 
of crude oil vitally needed , by 
Germauy. The Russian Baku'-,oil 
field is the greatest supply of that 
life-blood of modern war availa- 
ble to either Germany or Russia.

The Baku field and its pipe

While Turkey is not committed by 
her mutual assistance pact with 
Franco-British allies to make war 
on Russia, her policy is increas- 
ingly one of cooperation with the 
allies against .either Russian or 
German domination of southeast- 
ern Europe. 
Berlin commentators see every 


likelihood of Turkish-allied coop- 
eration against Russia or against 
Russia and Germany in the Near 
East. As keeper of the Dardanelles 
gateway, Turkey holds the key to 
the east front situation, and to a 
possible allied economic thrust at 
Germany under guise of retalia- 
tion against Russia for her assault 
on Finland. 
Germany would not dare leave 


protection of such vital resources 
as Russian or Rumanian

pel. I don't know how. But if we 
are dttermined. we'll have it." 


James D. Trees, 38-year-old 


convict, went up to the chaplain 
after the service. 


"Reverend Hall," he said, "if 


you want a chapel 
organ, I'll 


build it." 
Do you know anything about 


organs?" the chaplain asked. 


'No sir. not a thing—but I'll 


learn." 
Jim Trees did learn. 
Pipe Organ Worth $7.000 
So well, in fact, that a pipe or- 


gan appraised at more than $7,- 
000 la nearing competition in the 
prison chapel. 


Actually, the organ cost only 


$100. That was because Jim's de 
termination and perservance beat 
down odds that were heart-break- 
ing and. at times, seemingly in- 
surmountable. 
Jim had a little knowledge of 


music, gained from violin lessons 
he took years back. He knew very 
ittle about organs except that 
vind went in' and 
sound came 


He wrote to his mother and told 


her of his ambition. She sent him 
wo books—"How to Build a| 
hamber Organ," by Milne, and 
'The Contemporary American Or- 
gan." Dr. William H. Barnes. 


Jim read them so many times 


he virtually memorized them. At1 
he end of six months, he wrote to 
Barnes at Chicago, telling him 
what he wanted to do.

jols. a complicated chore evec 
for an expert. 


Jim did all the wiring. He in- 


gtalled all the tubes, valves, ped- 
als and other mechanisms. 


A few days ago, Barnes saw the 


organ and said an instrument of 
its size and quality would co»t 
more than $7,000. 
It will be dedicated in two to 


three months. 
Jim i« scheduled to leave the 


priton next Christmas Eve after 
lerving time for robbery commit- 
ted in Marion county (Indiauap- 
olie) in 1934. 
There's a job waiting for him.
